ed to his father in Texas by'lLe Mexi- 
can government. Led! by Sleplion Aus- 
tin, the ciniyraiils settled on the Col- 
orado river ne:ir where the city of Alts- 
tin now stands. The town was orig- 
inally built on a beautiful plateau in 
the bend of Hie river, and H now, witli 
a population in 1590 of 15,700, extends 
back from the original front ahoui two 
miles, and along the river about 2'/, 
miles. The Moses Austin grant of land 
was continued to his son Stephen in 
1522. 


]n 1S33 the Texascolonists formed a 


constitution, and Stephen'Austin and 
olhcr delegates visjted the City of Mex- 
ico to secure its ratittcalior. and the 
admission of Texas to the Mexican con- 
federacy. 
Owing to the existence of 


revolution anil anarchy in Mexico they 
failed 'of their object, and Austin was 
taken prisoner and detained in Mexico 
until September, I5:t5. On his release 
lie returned, to Texas, and was made 
commandant of the Texas army, and 
went us commissioner to Washington 
to obtain from the United Slates gov- 
ernment a recognition of TCMIS as an 
independent rep'ublic, and its admis- 
sion into the American union 
as a 


state. 
ISnt lie did not live- to sec. the 


accomplishment of his desires, for lie 
died iu Texas December 27, IS3C. 


Texas proclaimed her independence 


and seceded from Mexico on March 2, 
1S3G, nearly ten mouths before 
the 


death of Austin, lint Texas was not 
annexed to the United States until De- 
cember 20, 1S45, ten years after 
his 


death. The capital was called "Aus- 
tin" in honor of Stephen F. Ausiiii, and 
not of his father.
